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OUR FEATURED SPEAKER FOR JANUARY 2009 

GAIL DYRENG 

If you had a chance to look through a window into the past, would you stop to look or would you 
walk right on by? Would you be fascinated with what you see? Perhaps you would say that means 
nothing to you. The windows at which I pause mean the world to me. They are who I am and 
what I have. 

If the evolution of credit cards hasn't completely emptied your pockets of coins, the images on the 
obverse are a short list of presidents. Between 1898 and 1954, 157 silver and gold commemora¬ 
tive coins were authorized by congress. They were intended to commemorate events "of national 
interest". Thirteen of these were gold. A single 1893 quarter honored queen Isabella. A sin¬ 
gle 1900 dollar honored Lafayette. The remaining 142 coins were half dollars. A type set of 48 
individual coins displays a complete set of images. AII of these coins were intended to circu¬ 
late. That is the key difference between these and the "modern commemoratives". The market 
price of the raw metal today is far more than the face value of the coin. 

My collection is still a work in progress. M y goal is a 48 coin type set of half dollars. At present I 
have 32. I concentrated on the difficult onesfirst--they are all in hand. I intend for all of significant 
value to be graded, by either PCG S or N G S. I recently joined PCG S, because they will grade 8 
coins as part of my membership. They would have been sent in, but I was afraid I wouldn't get 
them back in time for the up-coming club meeting.
